Careless Handling of Pistol 
Produces Usual Result

‘Race Problem, 


Resolution Asking Congress To Re- 
‘duce South’s Representation 
Tabled—Robert Ogden Said 
Action Would Increase

New ‘York, April 9.—The Union League 


committee on political reform made its 
report tonight on a resolution submit- 
ted two months ago, empowering the 
committee to investigate recent legisia- 
tion in-southern states disfranchising 
Negroes and also on a resolution intro- 
duced by Warner Miller, demanding that 
congress enforce the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments to the United States 
constitution by the reduction of the num- 
ber of representatives in each state, 
where the franchise has been reduced in 
proportion to the extent of disfranchise- 
ment. Mr. Miller's resolution also in- 
dcrses the attitude of President Roose- 
velt on the negro question. . 

The committee report includes the res- 
olution with slight modifications. There 
was a discussion that continued until 


harmonious. The’ report -was tabled by 
a vote of 8 to 60.

DECKS OF BATTLESHI 


Explosion Occurred While Target 
Practice Was in Progress Off 
Pensacola—Various Causes 
‘Are Assigned for the 
Explosion of Gun. 


Pensacola, Fla., April 9.—(Special)— 
A most disastrous explosion occurred on 
the battleship Iowa today while the ves- 
sel was at target practice in the gulf. 
The vorward port twelve-inch gun burst 
from the premature explosion of a shell, 
twelve feet of the piece outside the tur- 
ret being demolished. Thrée men were 
killed and five injured, two seriously. 

The killed are: 

First-Class Seaman KIELE. 

Ordinary Seaman PERCELL. 

Gunner's Mate BERRY. 

The injured: 

First-class Seaman Gaugh. 

Ordinary Seaman Thursdale, 
Mansdale and Purucker. 

The scamen killed and injured were 
en the second or gun deck at mess.

Bills Introduced. 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 9.—(Special.)— 
Seventy-three bills were introduced in the 
house this afternoon, eighteen cf tiem 
being to repeal the act of the last ses- 
sion making incurable insanity a ground 
for divorce, known as the Flagler divurce 
law. 

The eighteen bills were introduced by 
Willard of Alchua, Long of Bradford, 
Baker of Clay, Jackson of Citrus, Feagle 
of Columbia, Clopton of Escambia, Tram- 
mell of Gadsden, Horne of Jackson, 
Abrams of Lake, Mote of Lake, Hendry 
of Lee, Johnston of Pasco, Strozier of 
Marion, Parrish of Manatee, Crawford of 
Orange, Harvell of Santa Rosa, Koonce 
of Sumter, Dorman of Suwanee.

essociation of individuals, and had em- 
powered the holder or holders to vote 
the stock as their own, receive al! the 
dividends thereon, and pro rate or civide 
them among all the stockhoicers cf the 
cempanies, who had _ transferred their 
stock, the resuit would have been a2 com- 
tination in direct restraint of interstaic 
commerce, because it would have piaced 
m the hands of small coterie of men 
the power to suppress competition be- 
tween two competing interstate carriers, 
whore lines are practically paral’el. 

“Tt will not do to say that, so long 
as each railroad company has its own 
board of directors, they operate inde- 
pendently and are not controlled by the 
owner of the majority of their stock. It 
is the common experience of mankind that 
the acts of corporations are dictated and 
that their policy is controlled by those 
who own the majority of their stock. 

Denounced ag Illegal. 

‘What has been done fhrough the or- 
ganization of the company accomplished 
the object which congress has denounced 
as illegal, more effectually, perhaps, than 
such a combination as is last supposed. 
That is to say, by what has been done 
the power has béen acquired (and pro- 
vision made for maintaining) to suppress 
competition between two interstate car- 
riers, who own and operate competing and 
parallel lines of railroads. Competition, 
we think, would not be more effectually 
restrained than it now is under and by 
force of the existing arrangement if the 
two railroad companies were consolidated 
under a single charter. It is manifest, 
therefore, that the New Jersey charter is 
about the only shield which the defend- 
ants can interpose between themselves 
and the law. The reasoning which led 
to the acquisition of that charter. would 
seem to have been‘that, while as individ- 
uals, the promoters could not, by agree- 
ment between themselves; place the ma- 
jority of the stock’ of the two°¢competing 
and parallel railroads in the hands of a 
single person or a few. persons, giving 
him of them the power to operate the 
roads in harmony..and stifle competition, 
yet that the same persons might create 
a purely fictitious person termed a cor- 
poration, which could neither think nor 
act, except as they directed, and by plac- 
ing the same stock in the name of such 
artificial being, accomplish the same pur- 
pose. The manifest unreasonableness of 
such a proposition, and the grave conseé- 
quences sure to follow from its ap- 
proval compel us to assume that it must 
ve unsound, especially when we reflect 
that the law as administered by the courts 
of equity, looks always at the substance 
cof things, at the ebject accomplished, 
than upon the particular devices or 
whether it be lawful or unlawful, rather 
means by which it has been accomplished. 
New Jersey Charters. 


The court discusses the question wheth- 
er a charter granted by a state can be 
used to defeat the will of the nationai 
legislature and says it is clear that the 
State of New Jersey did not intend to 
grant a charter under cover of which 
an object denounced by congress as un- 
lawful might be formed and maintained, 
because the enabling act, under which the 
Securities company was organized, ex- 
pressly declares that three or more per- 
sons may avail themselves of the pro- 
visions of the act and “‘become a corpora- 
tion for any lawful purpose.’’ The words 
in question operate, says the court, as a 
limitation upon ail the powers enumrerat- 
ed in the articles of association, which 
were filed by the promoters of the Se- 
curities company, so that, however ex- 
tensive and comprehensive these powers 
may seem to be, the state of New Jersey 
has said, ‘‘you shall not exercise them so 
as to set at defiance any statute lawfully 
enacted by the congress of the United 
States or any statute lawfully enacted by 
any state wherein you see fit to exercise 
your powers.” 

“It is urged, however, that such a com- 
bination of adverse interests as was form- 
ed was lawful and not prohibited by the 
anti-trust act, because such restraint upon 
interstate trade or commerce, if any, as it 
imposes, is in direct, collateral and re- 
mote, and hence the combination is not 
one of that character which the con- 
gress of the United States can lawfully 
forbid. It is pertinent, therefore, to in- 
quire in what way the existing combina- 
tion that has formed does affect inter- 
state commerce. It affects it, we think, 
by giving to a single corporate entity. 
or more accurately, to a few men acting 
in concert, and in its name and under 
cover of its charter. the power to control 
all the means of transportation that are 
owned by two competing and parallel 
railroads engaged in interstate commerce. 

The power was not only acquired by the 
combination, but it is effectually .exer- 
cised, and operates directly on interstate 
commerce. * * * 

“Again, it is urged, tentatively, that if 
the existing combination, which the gov- 
ernment seeks to have dissolved, is held 
to be one in violation of the anti-trust 
act and unlawful, then the act unduly 
restricts the right of the individual to 
make contracts, buy and sell property, 
and is invalid for that reason.” 

As To Contracts. 

This contention, the court says, is met 
and answered by the decision in Addys- 
ton Pipe and Steel Cimpany v. United 
States, where the court says: 

‘“The provision of the constitution does 
not, as we believe, exchide congress from 
legislating with regard to contracts while 
in the exercise of its constitutional right 
th regulate commerce afitong the states. 
On the contrary, we think the provision 
regarding the lIfberty of the citizen is to 
some extent limited by — commerce

The ghamber also authorized the for- 
mation of the proposed military railroad 
brigade to work on the railroads during 
strikes, and adjourned sine die. 

Amsterdam, April 9.—The strike of the 
municipal employees, like others, is only 
partial. About one-third of the gas work- 
ers are idle. The authorities have ap- 
pealed to the public to restrict the con- 
sumption of gas. , 

A majority of the diamond cutters and 
men employed in the building trades 
are idle. 

It is now estimated that the strikers 
and men locked out number about 26,000. 

Rotterdam, April 9.—A sentinel on the 
railroad today fired on four railroad men 
who refused to leave the line after being 
warned. One of the men was killed. 


The Strike at Rome. 

Rome, April 9.—A peaceful solution of 
the strike continues to be probable. The 
city has almost resumed its normal 
aspect, the only difference being the ab- 
sence of cabs. Many pilgrims, especially 
Germans, have arrived for the Easter 
functions. They will be received in au- 
dience by the pope on Monday. In more 
than 300 churches holy week services are 
proceeding without incident.

words, it yas one formed to enlarge the 
vclume of interstate traffic and thus ben- 
efit the public. 
Contentions Absurd. 

“The court cannot assent to .either 
of these propositions. The first, we think, 
is clearly uMtenable, for the reasons 
already stated. Concerning the second, 
contention, we observe that it would be 
a novel, not to say absurd, interpreta- 
tion of the anti-trust act, to hold that 
after an unlawful combination is formed 
and has acquired the power which it had 
no right to acquire, and is proceeding 
to use it and execute the purpose for 
which the combination was formed for 
must be left in possession of the power 
that it has acquired, with full freedom 
to exercise it. Obviously the act, when 
fairly interprted, will bear no such con- 
struction, The government may inter- 
vent and demand relief as well after 
the combination is fuly organizeé, as 
while it is in process of formation. 
‘Relative to the third contention which 
has been pressed with great zeal and 
ability, this may be said: ‘It may be 
that such a virtual consolidation of par- 


allel and competing lines of railroad as 


has been effected, taking a broad view 
is beneficial to the public rather than 
harmful. It may be that the motives 
which inspired the combination, by which 
this end was accomplished, were wholly 
laudable and unselfish; that the combi- 
nation was formed by the individual de- 
fendants to protect great interests, which 
had been committed to their charge; or 
that the combination was the initial and 
necessary step in the accomplishment of 
great designs, which, if carried out, as 
they .were conceived, would prove to be 
of inestimable value to the communities 
which these roads serve and to the coun- 
try at large. We shall neither affirm nor 
deny either of these propositions, because 
they present issues which we are not 
called upon to determine, and some of 
them involve questions which are not 
within the province of any court to de- 
cide, involving as they do, questions of 
public policy which congress must deter- 
mine. 

“It is our duty to ascertain whether 
the proof discloses a combination in di- 
rect restraint of interstate commerce, 
that is to say, a combination whereby 
the power has been acquired to suppress 
competition between two or more com- 
peting and parallel lines of railroad, en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. If it does 
disclose such a combination, and we have 
little hesitation in answering this ques- 
tion in the affirmative, then the anti- 
trust act, as it has been heretofore in- 
terpreted by the court of last resort, has 
been violated and the government is en- 
titled to a decree. 

Decree for United States.

Williams, who came here recently from 
Texas, shot and fatally wounded Carroll 
Mix, of Fayetteville, Ark., while the lat- 
ter was asleep in his room at 410 West 
Ninth street early today. :

The first shot struck him 
on the nose, a second one hit him in the 
cheek, a third in the groin and a fourth 
‘grazed his left arm. «The fifth bullet, the 
Jast in the revolver, went wild. Mrs. Wil- 
liams submitted to arrest quietly. 

Mix, who was taken to the hospital In a 
fying condition, said that he had come to 
Kansas City a few days ago to get away 
from the woman and said that he did not 

ew she was in the city. Mrs. Williams 
ls 30 years old and Mix fs 29. 


The shooting occurred in the next room 
Yo that occupied by Bud Tayfor, from 
the window of which the latter two years 
ago shot and killed his sweetheart, Ruth 
Nollard, with a rifle, 

Mrs. Williams said she had left Fay- 
stteville on Monday last to follow meena 


She met him here two days ago, she as- 
serted, but he had evaded her. Mrs, 
Williams admitted frankly that the shoot- 
ing was prompted by jealousy. She said 
she had been deserted by her husband in 
Texas a year ago and that the acquaint- 
ance with Mix, whom she had known for 
years, was renewed. Mix was a farmer. 

Mrs. Williams later, in a statement to 
the prosecutor, admitted that she had 
purchased the revolver with which she 
shot Mix a month ago and that she had 
planned the shooting deliberately. She 
was calm when arrested, but later in her 
cell became hysterical and expressed ex- 
treme sorrow for her deed.

Lieutenant Governor of

St. Louis, April 9.—The April grand 
jury empaneled today in the criminal 
division of the St. Louis circuit court 
by Judge Ryan took up the charges of 
bribery growing out of the state alum 
baking powder legislation.

Typographical Union Votes Down 
Employers’ Proposition 


Printers Asked To Return to Work 
with Non-Union Men Until the 
Latter “Could Be Equita- 
bly Replaced by Un- 
ion Men.”’ 


The Atlanta Typographical Union last 
evening voted down a proposition made 
by the Employing Printers’ Club looking 
to the settlement of the existing strike. 

The proposition of the employers was 
that the union men return to work with 
the understanding that the non-union 
men at present employed be retained in 
their positions until “they could be 
equitably replaced by union men.”’ 

By an almost unanimous vote at yes- 
terday’s meeting the union men refused 
to accept any proposition whereby the 
job printing offices are to remain in any 
sense of the word “open.”’ 

Through the efforts of outside parties a 
conference was arranged ° Wednesday 
night between a committee from the Em- 
ploying Printers’ Club and the business 
committee of the union. At this confer- 
ence the representatives of the employers 
said that under the terms stated above 
they would welcome the union men back 
to work and gladly make an end of all 
trouble or friction. The committee from 
the union promised to submit this offer 
to their organization. 

A meeting was called for 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and the hall was 
filled with printers. The result of the 
conference of the night before was stated 
by the officers of the union and a Vote 
on the matter asked for. 

There were 215 union men present and 
the vote showed just three were in favor 
Of an acceptance of the proposition. The 
meeting then adjourned. 

No Open Shops Wanted. 
C. C. Houston said last night: 
“This was an unqualified expression 


from the Atlanta Typographical Union 
that there are to be no open shops in 
Atlanta. The printers will either go to 
work in strictly union offices or they will 
not go to work at all. 

“At the meeting the officers made ab- 
soiutely no arguments one way or the 
other and left the decision entirely in the 
hands of the rank and file. They gave 
an almost unanimous answer turning 
down the proposition. 

“Thus far we have remained passive 
and have been on the defensive, but if 
the strike continues longer than this 
week we are going to take the aggressive 
and make a fight. that the employers will 
feel. 

“The only things we have done so far 
have been to send away a few non-union 
printers who have come here to take 
the places of strikers. We could have 
sent away a good many more than we 
have, but we did not consider it worth 
while.. However, if the strike, as I said, 
continues for longer than this week we 
are going to fight and we have the 
means at hand of makipg a fight that will 
Be felt.”’ 

President Higgins Talks. 

President Martin P. Higgins, of tha 
International Pressmen’s Union, is still 
in the city and has attended several meet- 
ings of the local pressmen’s union, as 
well as had a number of conferences with 
employing printers. He said last night: 

“T have looked over the situation thor- 
oughly and I still take the stand I took 
in the beginning of this trouble—the 
union has made a certain agreement 
with the employers, and whether that 
agreement was wisely made or not, I 
say stand by It. 

“The typographical union takes anoth- 
er view of the matter, but that is not 
the pressmeg’s lookout. The typograph- 
ical union may do whatever it pleases 
and put whatever construction it desires 
upon the contract with the employers, 
but the pressmen are going to stand by 
what they have agreed to do.”

Taking these figures as a _ basis, 
The Springfield Republican has made 
some highly interesting comparisons. 
For instance, it shown by the 
above table that 95.7 per cent of the 
whole population is located in the 
area which drains directly or indi- 
rectly to the Atlantic ocean; one-half 
of 1 per cent is found in the great 
basin or the inter-mountain region, 
which drains into Great Salt lake and 
the Humboldt river; and 3.8 per cent 
on the Pacific slope. 

The proportion of the population liv- 
ing within the Atlantic basins is 
smaller than it was twenty years ago, 
while the Pacific slope gains and the 
inter-mountain region barely holds ‘its 
own. Over one-half of the total pop- 
ulation of the country, and considera- 
bly more than one-half the population 
occupying the Atlantic area, is found 
in the gulf of Mexico pasin, which in- 
cludes the Mississippi, Missouri and | 
Ohio river watersheds, and this, pro- 
portion has increased some in twenty 
years and has not increased in ten 
years. In other divisions of the Atlan- 
tic basis the population, in relation to 
the whole, shows a tendency down- 
ward. In other words, the population 
growth of the country is more rapid 
in the gulf basin and the Pacific than 
elsewhere. This was to be expected, 
and will continue. The vast arable 
areas of the gulf of Mexico basin are 
as yet only sparsely occupied, having 
a population of only twenty-four to the 
square mile,- compared with ninety- 
five for the New England coast, and 
156 for the middle Atlantic coast. 

Three-fourths of the people of the 
United States live in places less than 
1,000 feet above the sea level, and 37 
per cent, or over one-third, live at less 
than 500 feet above sea level; but 
this proportion is diminishing, while 
that of the vopulation occupying high- 
er altitudes is increasing. Nearly one- 
half of the negro population is found 
in the area between 100 and 500 feet 
above the sea, and nearly all in alti- 
tudes of less than 1,000 feet. :

A Tuberculosis Serum. 

Of late years no department of med- 
ical research has so interested the 
laiety as that devoted to the cause, na- 
ture, progress, and, if happily that 
were possible, the cure of dread con- 
sumption. The newspapers have kept 
pretty well up with the scientific pa- 
thology of tuberculosis in response to 
a reading demand, and every step that 
gave encouragement in the contest to 
minimize the ravages of the disease 
has been made known to a popular 
audience. That there has been prog- 
ress is undeniable, especially along 
the line of understanding the nature 
of the malady and preventing its 
spread; but as for a cure, the hope 
was continually deferred. 

Now the world is discussing the 
possible discovery of a serum for con- 
sumption by Dr. Emil Von Behring, 
of Marburg, Germany. Not since the 
famous discoveries of Koch, likewise a 
German medical scientist, has the 
scientific world been so interested in 
a new development in the long quest 
for a consumption specific. Dr. Von 
Behring recently described his alleged 
discovery in a rather comprehensive 
manner to a reporter, explaining that, 
so far, he has confined his experi- 
ments to cattle, where therapeutic re- 
sults were obtained. He has not, he 
says, made’ experiments with his se- 
rum on human beings afflicted with 
tuberculosis, but thinks it is merely a 
question of time when this will be 
done successfully. Regarding the 
origin of his serum he declares it is 
obtained through a pure cultivation of 
tubercular bacilli obtained from hu- 
mans. These were dried in a vacuum 
in order that their virulence should 
not be lost. _Doses of. four centigrams 
each were injected into the animals 
selected for the experiments. 

As yet nearly all the experiments 
have proved successful. The doctor 
declares that even the few exceptions

The fight to have the Equitable Loan 
and Security Company declared a lottery 
and game of chance has been trans- 
ferred to the United States court since 
the state supreme court reversed the 
ruling of Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of the 
Fulton county Superior court. 

There has been filed in the United 
States district court by Judge Spencer 
Atkinson and A. J. Orme, as attorneys 
for a number of persons holding certifi- 
cates in the company, a suit almost iden- 
deal in its allegations with that tried 
by Judge Lumpkin. The suit was filed 
late Wednesday evening, shortly after the 
decision of the supreme court Was hand- 
ed down. 

On thiOs declaration Judge W. T. New- 
man issued a restraining order forbid- 
ding the company to dispose of its assets 
or pay claims of creditors. The prelimi- 


nary hearing of the case is set for May 
2 at 10 o'clock in the morning. 

The plaintiffs in the euit are R. C, 
White, J. H. Mitchen, James Quinn and 
N. J. Benton. They each claim to be 
holders of the “class B" certificates of 
the defendant company. 


The genera) intent of the Suit is to have 


the company declared a lottery and the 


various allegations contained in the dec- 
laration filed attempt to show this. 
Among other charges is one that the 
company is insolvent and that a receiver 
should be appointed to take charge of all 
its assets. 

The declaration first alleges that the 
Original or “class A” certificates of the 
company were declared to be in the na- 
ture of lottery tickets and were ex- 
cluded from the mails by the postal au- 
thorities, after which a second series of 
certificates, similar to the first, but 
known as “class B,’’ was issued. The 
contract contained in these second certifi- 
cates, it is alleged, was impossible of 
performance and so a third series was 
issued, called ‘‘class C.”’ 

The plaintiffs aver that they each hold 
several of the ‘‘class B”’ certificates. 

If the “class A” or original certificates 
are declared legal, says the petition, they 
will be liabilities of the company and 
So great in amount that all the assets 
will not be sufficient to satisfy them, so 
that there will be nothing left to apply 
the “class 
B” and ‘‘class C”’ varietiés. 

It is further alleged that 50 per cent 


of the installments paid in each month 
i by certificate holders. should: have been 


applied to the redemption fund, the ret 
residue of which at the end of every 
month should have beén disbursed in sat- 
isfaction of matured certificates. This, 
however, according to the allegations in 
the declaration, has not been done and

the construction of Atlanta’s splendid 
new union passenger depot was accom- 
plished yesterday. 

True, it amounted. to nothing more 
than the removal of one or two dilapi- 
dated frame buildings from the selected 
site at Madison avenue, Mitchell and 
Hunter streets, but it serves as an ear- 
nest of the fact that the terminal com- 
pany will admit of no delay. 

The buildings torn down were originally 
the property of the Central of Georgia 
railway and were worth probably $100. 
The dealers in second-hand lumber who 
bought the shacks decided that they had

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best clear them away before the formal 
transfer of the property to the terminal 
company was made. And thus it was 
that work was begun on the depot before 
the completion of plans and the letting 
of contracts. 

The specifications sent out allow much 


| latitude in the matter of entrance to the 


depot building, and it is said that in the 
plans prepared by a certain Boston archi- 
tect of renown the main facade calls for 
the opening of a new or the broadening 
of an old street which will give a mag- 
nificent perspective’ and make the sta- 
tion ornamental as well as utilitarian. 
The great south terminal at Boston has 
been this architect's model, although 
many changes have been made in order 
to conform to the peculiar lay of the 
land on which the station is to be built. 
Other architects haye different ideas 
which they are guarding until the meet- 
ing of the terminal company on April 14, 
when their plans will bé examined and 
passed upon. 


TRUSTEES MEET 
HERE SATURDAY 


Important Matters Concern- 
ing University of Georgia 
To Be Decided. 


Athens, Ga., ‘April 9.—(Special.)—The 
board of trustees of the University of 
Georgia will meét in Atlanta on Satur- 
day. There are several matters of im- 
portance to be discussed. The meeting 
will be held in Atianta on account of 
the convenience of location and railroad 
facilities. 

Perhaps the most important matter to 
be discussed concerns the University 
printing plant. Last summer certain 
professors and friends of the university 
formed a stock company for the purpose 
of establishing a printing plant. In en- 
tering the printing trade the company 
has encountered the opposition of the 
printers of Athens, who demand that the 
trustees of the college either compel the 
press to seek quarters outside of the 
campus, or to restrict them to university 
work. 

The company was organized for the 
purpose of giving better work to the 
University of Georgia and of helping the 
students in college to obtain an educa- 
tion by giving them work to do in their 
spare time. Many boys have taken ad- 
vantage of this opportunity and have 
learned a great: deal in their experience 
in this office. 

The printers of Athens will be repre- 
sentéd at this meeting by Hon. C. C. 
Houston, representative of Fulton in the 
general assembly of the state, and also 
the personal representative of President 
Lynch, of the International Typograph- 
ical Union. Hon. L. J. Kilburn, repre- 
séeritative from Bibb, and president of the 
State Federation of Trades, will be along 
to give his views on the subject. 

There will also be several other impor- 
tant matters to decide upon. For one 
thing, the university trustees will either 
now or in the near future select the 
state azent for the university. This 
was provided for in the last meeting of 
the trustees.held in Athens. 

A professor will be elected to the chair 
of psychology and logic, which up to 
this has not had any regular professor. 
The election of a librarian for the Pea- 
body library will also come up, and an 
instructor is to be elected in the depart- 
ment of English. 

There has, too, been much discussion 
concerning the location of the Peabody 
library. At the last meeting it was de- 
termined to locate it on Broad street fac- 
ing the Savings bank. However, of late 
there has been some talk of placing it 
in the middle of the campus facing the 
streét and standing in front of the old 
college, but it is not believed that this 
idea will be considered for a moment, as 
it might necéssitate the cutting down of 
Toombs’ oak, dear to every alumnus of 
the university.

LASHES ON BACK 


CAUSED DEATH 


Alleged That Filipinos Were 
Brutally Treated by 
Major Howze. 


Washington, April 9.—Major Robert L. 
Howze, commanding the Porto Rican 
regiment, arrived in Washington, today 
and immediately made a demand for a 
court of inquiry. He is the officer who 
was mentioned in fhe report of General 
Miles, and who has beet charged with 
great cruelties upon the Filipinos. At 
the time these acts wére alleged to have 
been committed he was In command of a 
post in the extreme north of Luzon, and 
it Was asserted that he caused several 
Filipinos to be beaten to death. One case 
was cited as especially revolting. 

It is said that Major Swigert reported 
to the war department that in the ab- 
Sence of Major Howzé he caused the 
body of this particular Filipino to be 
disinterred and examined. The medical 
Officers, he reported, found no marks of 
violence whatever upon the corpse, bit 
did find that the man died from an ag- 
gravated case of acute Bright’s disease. 
To make the investigation more conclu- 
sive the disinterments were continued, 
and none of the sevyeral other bodies 
exhumed bore marks of violence. 

Lee Not Entitled to Acquital. 

Manila, April 9.—Major General Davis 
has disapproved the findings of the court 
martial at Iligan, island of Mindanao, 
in the case of Lieutenant Joel R. Se, 
of the Tenth United States infantry, hold- 
ing that the accused, who was charged 
with manslaughter in connection with the 
killing of two native prisoners of war, 
was not entitled to an honorable acquyit- 
tal.

Litigation Over Tallapoosa Blast Fur- 
nace Is Settled by Purchase of 
Half Interest for $30,000. 
Property Had Been 
Idle for Ten Years. 


There is no telling how much property 
there is lying around loose in Geor- 
gia waiting for somebody who knows to 
find it and make a good thing out 
of it. 

A remarkanhle instance is the settlement 
yesterday of the case of Cheney & 
Baird, of Philadelphia, against Stephen 
W. Noble, litigation over the Tallapoosa 
blast furnace, at Tallapoosa, Ga. 

This property was purchased jointly 
May 5, 1901, by Cheney & Baird and 
» Stephen W. Noble. In August, 192, a 


price paid for the furnace. 
that the property was really purchased 
for $7,500, or rather $2,500 cash and sub- 
ject to a mortgage of $5,000. 

Cheney & Baird claimed Noble had led 
them to believe the furnace had cost $10,- 
000. Noble had charge of getting the fur- 
nace ready to start operations. 

In August, 1902, the relations between 
the partners became so strained that 
Cheney & Baird brought suit to dissolve 
the partnership and sell the property. 

The case in Haralson county was dis- 
missed and a bill was filed in the United 
States court in Atlanta. The case was 
referred to B. H. Hill as master, and 
the trial has been in progress this week, 

Mr. Baird swore that the furnace bought 
last year for $7,500 was worth more than 
$50,000. 

The litigation was settled yesterday 
afternoon by Noble’s purchasing the in- 
terest of Cheney & Baird, paying for it 
on a basis of valuation of $60,000. 

Cheney & Baird were represented in 
the litigation and settlement by Hon. 
Hoke Smith and Lee M. Jordan, while 
Arnold & Arnold represented Stephen W. 
Noble. 

This blast furnace had been idie for 
ten years, and was picked up by non-resi- 
dents for a mere song. Before the end 
of twelve months one partner has pur- 
chased the interests of the other for the 
sum of $30,000, or about four times as 
much as the original cost of the whole 
plant. 

It is stated on good authority that Mr. 
Noble is now making somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $5,000 a month out of this 
furnaee.

HE IS HELD FOR” 
BOY'S DEATH 


Recorder Broyles Binds Over 
| Motorman J, W. 
Bracewell. 


On the charge of involuntary man- 
slaughter, J. W. Bracewell, trolley car 
motorman, was bound over in a $100 bond 
by Recorder Broyles yesterday morning. 
Bracewell] was arraigned on the charge 
of causing the accident last Sunday ufter- 
noon which resulted in the death of Jos- 
eph Fallaize, the 4-year-old son of J. B. 
Fallaize. . 

Cc, G. Turner, the conductor of the 
car, was also arraigned, but the case 
against him was dismissed. 

The trial lasted more than an hour and 
a number of witnesses were examined. 
The most important witness was the 
father of the little boy, who stated that 
he saw the car at least 300 yards away 
before the accident occurred. The horse, 
he said, was balking and part of the 
time was across the tracks. In his opin- 
ion there was nothing to prevent the 
motorman from seeing that the horse 
could not be moved. 

“That car was coming at a terrific 
speed,”’ stated Fallaize. 

Bracewell made a statement in which he 
denied that his car was running very fast. 
He said he had made a stop a biock and 
a half from the accident and didn’t have 
time to get up much specd, 

‘“As soon as I saw, the horse and 
tuggy,’’ stated the molorman, “1 put on 
brakes, shut off the current and did my 
best to prevent a collision.” 

The conductor said he felt the jerk 
when the brakes were put on. 

The other witnesses differed as to the 
speed the car was going. Some of them 
corroborated Fallaize, and others tne 
motorman, 

Recorder Broyles said it made no dif- 
ference how fast the car was goin, 

‘The horse was balking and was on or 
near the tracks,’’ said the recorder, ‘‘and 
the motorman should have stopped and 
waited until the tcam was out of the 
way. From the evidence he had pienty 
of time to have done that. Humen lives 
were at stake, I will bind Bracewel! over 
to the state courts in a $10 bond for 
voluntary manslaughter.”’ 

The bond was given and Pracewell was 
released, 

Joseph Fallaize was killed last Sunday 
afternoon on Whitehall street, near Iivou. 
He was in a buggy with his father and 
when the car collided with the vehicie 
the little fellow was thrown out. His 
neck was dislocated and he died a few 
hours later.

HOW THE FRENCH PUBLIC 
TREATS BICYCLE RIDERS 


Eddie Bald, in speaking of his first 
race in France, said yesterday: 

“Your Atlanta audience reminds me 
véfy much of the French people and their 
treatment of riders. The other night I 
noticed that Floyd McFarland got a 
g00d big hand, although Walthour, an 
Atlanta man, was in the race. 

“It reminded me of my first race in 
Paris, in which I was to meet Arthur 
Zimmerman and Jaquelin in a point race, 
although I did not knoW it was a point 
race until after we had finished. In the 
first heat I\got away in the rear, as the 
French style of racing is a slow start, 
and the race is in the last 40 or 50 yards. 
Zimmerman was in front and Jaquelin 
in the middle. We were all watching 
each other closely when at the last 150 
meters I jumped and got away and over 
the tape with Jaquelin on my rear wheel 
just ahead of ‘Zim.’ 

“The next heat we lined up at the 
tape and ‘Zim’ got away first. I had 
instructed my trainer to hold me, and 
Jaquelin had given his man the same 
orders, so there we were both on the 
tape while Zimmerman had gone ahead 
and was fifteen lengths to the good. 
The starter came to us and ordered us 
on, sO my starter let me go. 

“Jaquelin and I were both fiddling and 
doing the stand still Stunts when ‘Zim’ 
looked back and saw what was going 
on. He-made a jump and got away. I 
came near falling off my wheel doing 
this trick work. I knew that if one of 
us did not jump ‘Zim’ would go in a 
winner easily, so I made the jump and 
fot a wheel's length on Jaquelin and 
gradually pulled away from him. I tore 
around after Zimmerman and just nipped 
him at the tape, winning the second 
heat, 

“I had won the two heats Straight, so 
thought I had won the race, but it was 
for points, and as the score stood Zim- 
merman and Jaquelin were both tied for 
second place. The starter came to me 
and said I must ride the last heat, so 
there was nothing else to do but ride. 
As Zimmerman and I came out on the 
track those Frenchmen were mad, and 
we were greeted with hisses, clods of 
grass, programmes, sticks and gravel. I 
was a little nervous at such treatment, 
but we started the third heat and all 
got away even, and although we moved 
slow as snails up to the last 200 meters, 
when I jumped and Jaquelin with me 
on my side we both fought it out every 
inch up to the tape, but I gave a little 
more steam and won by a half wheel. 

“The tracks are cleared of people im- 
mediately after the finish, and when I 
came out to get into my carriage imag- 
ine my surprise to see at least five 
thousand people crowding up to me to 
Shake my hand, and all cheering and 
showering congratulations on me. Then 
it dawned on me the reason they had 
hissed us. They thought that ‘Zim’ and 
I, being both Americans, were doing 
tricks to their man Jaquelin, and were 
beating him by these methods, but such 
an idea had not entered our heads. But 
in the last heat when they saw Jaquelin 
and me on even terms, and that I won 
from him at the tape, being a little fas- 
ter, they knew at once that we were rid- 
ing square and had won on our merits. 

“Of course, if I were to win fror Wal- 
thour, and in a fair manner apparent 
to every one in the audience next Tues- 
day night, I feel sure that the public 
would greet me with cheers as in ris, 
and on the other hand if I won by any 
other means I would expect the worst 
that I could get. But Atlanta audiences, 
I have always found, treated me fine, 
and I could ask no better treatment than 
I have always -received here.”

New York, April %—The unexpected an- 
nouncement of the decision in the North- 
ern Securities case threw the stock mat- 
ket into commotion and put.a sudden crd 
to a dull, but prosperous upward course 
of prices. There have been vague fear. 
for some time recently that the stock 


market would have to face a Teverse in | 


an unfavorable decision to the company 
in this case, but anxiety had apparentiy 
subsided for the present, and it. was 
clearly not one of those developments 
which was expected during the Easter 
holidays. Early in the, day the weight 
of apprehension ‘was in fact heaviest on 
the bear party in stocks, as was mani- 
fested by their disinclination to leave 
commitments on the short side open over 
the. holiday. A steady demand to cover 
shorts had lifted prices to the hign ievel 
of the day at about 1 o'clock, at which 
time net gains in practically all of the 
principal stocks ran from 1 to 2 poinis. 
This disposition to cover shorts was due 
for the most part tothe prospect that 
the banks would make a favorable state- 
ment of conditions on Saturday, while 
the stock markets of the world are closed 
for the Easter holidays. The banks have 
already gained since Friday $741,000 oa 
subtreasury operations, and are estimutei 
to have -received from the interior some- 
thing over a million dollars in the same 
time. In view of this prospect the firm- 
ness of call money today was rather ig- 
nored, being attributed to the special de- 
mand to carry over the triple holiday. 
Late in the day, after the market had 
been broken by the news of the Northera 
Securities decisioti, the: money rate fiur- 
ried to 10 per cerit. Sterling exchange aa- 
vanced several points 4nd discounts rose 
in London, leaving thé future course of 
our OWn money matket open to some 
question. A violent tecoevery in raw cop- 
per in London led to a large buylug of 
Amalgamated here. There were signs of 
distress among the shorts in Sugar and 
there was a notable demand for the Pa- 
cifics, St. Paul and the United States 
Steel stocks. All these things helped to 
give tone to the early market. Tho col- 
lapse after the Northern. Securities dc- 
cision became known was corresponding!ty 
violent. Northern Securities itself, after 
having sold at 106 1-8 on the curb, ch opped 
to 102 3-8, with a final rally to i 1-2, 
closing 104 bid.
